The city council last night authorized 
Mayor Harrison to appoint a “ permanent 
charter commission,“ with the duty of seek- 
ing amendments to the state constitution 
enlarging Chicago's charter powers. 

The resolution was presented by the spe- 
cial charter committee, of which Ald. Henry 
D. Capitain ts ehaifmian. Ald. Charles E. 


“Merriam had pending an amendment urging 


Gov. Dunne and the legislature to cause a 
popular vote to be taken on the question 
of calling a constitutional convention. This 


was tabled, together with a substitute amend- 


| ment offered by Ald. Capitain providing that 
the permanent commission take up the ques- 
tion of complete constitutional revision. 


Commission of Thirty Members. 

The commission is to consist of thirty 
meétnbers, fifteen of whom are to be alder- 
men. The entire thirty are to be named by 
the mayor. Their purpose, under the reso- 
lution, will be to obtain constitutional amend - 
ments 80 as to permit the consolidation 
of thé several municipalities and taxing 
bodies within the confines of Cook county 
and thé sanitary district of Chicago, and a 
proper revision and rehabilitation of our 
revenue laws.“ 

The resolution also provides that the com- 


mission, pending the performance of its prin- 


cipal duties, shall present to the legislature 
a bill for the consolidation of the park boards 
with the municipal government, to pro- 
vide for the levying of a singlé corporate 
tax levy in lieu of the numerous levies now 
made by the several taxing bodies and fur- 
ther to provide for an enlargement of the 
city’s bonding power.“ 


Merriam Fears Long Delay. 

Ald. Merriam contended the process of ob- 
taining the various changes in the constitu- 
tion singly would require many more years 
than would the process of revision through 
a convention. He pointed out that the con- 
stitutional convention committee répresents 
all political parties and factions and men- 
tioned the names of United States Senator 
Sherman, Mayor Harrison, Roger C. Sullivan 
and County Judge Owens as members of the 
committee. 

Ald. Capitain's reply was that grouping all 
the proposed enlargements of the city’s pow- 
érs in a revised constitution might endan- 
ger all the reforms because some were not 
generally favored. 

Ald. Si Mayer made the motion to table the 
two amendments offered. There was no roll 
call and that motion and Ald. Capitain’s mo- 
tion to adopt the committee report were 
passed on viva voce Votes. 


Anti-Smoke Law Swamped. 

Ald, A. J. Fisher's ordinance prohibiting 
smoking on surface cars was swamped by the 
influence of the United Societies. A. J. 
Cermak and John A. Cervenka, representing 
that organization, were on the floor and were 
accredited with much of the responsibility 
for the cotincil’s réfusal to pass the measure. 
Crowded galleries, including an unusually 
large number of women, watched the battle 
and applaudéd Chairman Willis O. Nance 
of the health committee and Ald, Fisher, who 
led the battle for the ordinance. 

It did not go down to complete defeat, but 
it was amended in such a Way it was declated 
devitalized and then sent back to the health 
committee. The amendment was proposed 
by Ald. John Powers, and although he denied 
any thought of such à thing, it was con- 
sidered a joker.“ It provided that smoking 
be prohibited from Dec. 1 to April 1” of 
sach year. After the meeting he was told 
the calendaf ran in the opposite direction 
and said the amendment had been hastily 
drawn.

AGAIN ARRESTED 


Riot Caused by Raid of Police 
in Suffrage Meeting in 
Glasgow Hall. 


CLUBS AND CHAIRS USED. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNB.] 

GLASGOW, March %—Mrs. Emmeline 
Pankhurst wae arrested here today while 
making an address to a suffragist meeting. 
This is the seventh time that Mrs. Panighurst 
has been arrested under the cat and mouse 
act on the conspiracy charge for which she 
received a sentence of three years at penal 
servitude, She has served actually only three 
weeks of this sentence. 

A riot followed the arrest of Mrs. Pank- 
hurst. Revolvers were fired, but they ap- 
parently contained blank cartridges, and 
miniature bombs were thrown. Many per- 
sons were injured in the fighting.

yet between the police and the suffragista 


Great Crowd in Hall. 

St. Andrew’s hall, the largest in this city, 
had been engaged for the meeting, which was 
well advertised and which drew thousands 
from Edinburgh and elsewhere outside Glas- 
gow. 

Mra Pankhurst appeared on the platform 
after the others entitled to seats there had 
taken their places. She got an enthusiastic 
réception and immediately started in on an 
inflammatory speech. 

1 have kept my promise to be here tonight 
despite the government,” she said. “ The wit 
and ingenttity of a woman have overcome the 
power of money and the British govern- 
ment.“ 

Mrs. Pankhurst referred to Premier A8 
auith's concessions to Ulster as “ @ triumph 
of men’s militancy, which wae witnessed in 
the house of commons today. If tt was justi- 
fiable for the men to fight for common justice 
the women had equal justification for rebel. 
lion and revolution.” 


Police Squad Raids Stage. 

After a few more sentences in this strain a 
body of police, led by an inspector, entered 
the hall and hastened to the platform, upon 
which they began to clamber. 

A barbed wire had been strung along the 
front of the platform, and it was hidden by 
decorations and flowers. Several policemen 
were hurt when they grabbed the concealed 
wire and others were kicked by the stipport- 
ers of Mrs. Pankhurst. 

These people also rained blows with sticks 
ond chairs on the heads and shouléérs of the 
policemen and missiles were thrown at them. 

Meanwhile Mrs. Pankhurst, surrounded by 
a bodyguard, fied to the rear of the platform 
and sought escape by the back entrance, but 
she found Ko

from many faces. The fight caused great 
excitement among the audience, but there 
was little chance of their taking a hand, for 
the hall was flooded with police who had 
rushed in on the heels of the constables who 
had stormed the platform. 


Fight Even Outside Hall. 

Mrs. Pankhurst was seized on the plat- 
form amid the fighters and rushed to the exit 
by the police. Sue was placed in a taxicab. 
A strong body of mounted police surround- 
ed thé taxicab and defeated all attempts at 
rescue. Mrs. Pankhurst was then hurried to 
the Central police station, where she will 
spend the night. 

The hall eventually wae cleared, but the 
fighting went on outside until the police 
clubs and horses scattered the fighters. 
Apart from a number of persons who were 
bruised about a score of women were bauly 
hurt and were attended by doctors in the 
audience. Many of the police suffered fron 
scalp wounds. Inspector Walker of Scotland 
Yard, who arrested Mrs, Pankhurst, got an 
ugly wound in the forehead.

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BLIND PAIR HURT 
BY WOMAN’S AUTO 


Run Down; Florence Clapp 
Seriously Wounded. 


GIRL DRIVER ARRESTED. 


Miss Florence Clapp and Porter Rogers, 
both of whom are blind, were seriously in- 
jured yesterday when they were run down 
by an eléctric automobile occupied by Miss 
Emma Campbell, daughter of S. W. Camp- 
bell, secretary of the National Shoe Whole- 
salers’ association, who lives at 1368 Hast 
Fifty-third street. 

Miss Campbell was taken to the Hinman 
street station, under arrest. Later she was 
released on 52.000 bail. The accident hap- 
pened eficar the Illinois Home for the Blind 
at 1368 Marshall boulevard, of which Misa 
Clapp and Rogers were inmates. 

At St. Anthony’s hospital, to which the in- 
jured persons were taken, it was stated that 
Miss Clapp probably would recover. Miss 
Clapp has been blind from birth. Rogers 
could see a little in strong daylight. 

Careless Driving Alleged. 

W. F. Schultz, superintendent of the home 
for the blind, was an eye-witness of the ac- 
cident. He asserts it was due to careless 
driving on the part of Miss Campbell. 

According to stories told by various per- 
sons, Rogers and Miss Clapp were crossing 
Twenty-first street at Marshall boulevard 
arm in arm when Miss Clapp appeared, driv- 
ing her car, in which were, besides herself, 
her mother, a nurse, and her nephew, a 
small boy. The blind pair had almost reached 
the curb when Miss Campbell's car hit them. 
The machine passed over their bodies. 

Miss Campbell stopped the car and, with 
her mother and the nurse, did what she could 
for the victims. 


Miss Campbell Explains, 

After her release on bail Miss Campbell 
returned to her home, where shé was inter- 
viewed. 

“T can’t understand how it happened,” 
she said. “I was driving my electric north 
in Marshall boulevard. Just before we 
reached Twenty-first street the nurse, who 
had my sister’s baby, moved to the left side 
of the car to have the sun at her back. My 
mother was beside me. At Twenty-fifst 
street I felt a heavy jar and knew inatinc- 
tively that I had hit some one. 

They say | was running fast. The car’s 
best is eighteen miles and I was not going 
anything like twelve. I stopped before the 
car had moved twenty feet after the im- 
pact. 

I told my mother, who is very deaf, and 
the nurse to get out and we put the man 
and girl in the car and I drove them to the 
hospital.

Emphasizes War Possibilities. 

Bmphagizing the danger of war with a great 
foreign power unless something should speed- 
ily be done, Senator Fall referred to com- 
ments in the German press over the killing 
of the British subject, Benton, by order of 
Gen. Villa’s courtmartial, and declared: 

“When the German official press says that 
should a German citizen be murdered in 
Mexico, Germany would not acquiesce like 
Great Britain, then I say to you senators 
there is immninent danger of a conflict with 
this country with which we should always 
be at peace. 

„1 believe the American people can be left 
to handle any critical condition provided 
they are informed on the subject,” the sena- 
tor said in conclusion. 

„1 am not one who believes, when the 
press is full of reports of outrages and de- 
tails of Mexican horrors, that it can be in- 
compatible with the public interest,’ to send 
to this senate details of outrages upon 
American citizens.

Shively Replies to Fall. 

Senator Shively, replying, declared that 
Senator Fall’s policy would mean actual 
armed intervention, and that intervention 
meant war. He deplored that the situation 
had been thus discussed in the open senate, 
asserting that it would havea harmful influ- 
ence upon the attitude and temper of the 
people of Mexico. 

„No one doubts what intervention means,“ 
Senator Shively said, and the senator from 
New Mexico has not suggested any power 
in Mexico with which could be surrounded 
efforts to restore peace.

Austin, Tex., March 9.—[Special.]—" I do 
not hesitate to say that the present policy of 
the United States government is largely re- 
sponsible for these murders and outrages,” 
Gov. Colquitt said today in speaking of the 
many crimes that have been called to his at- 
tention since he became governor of Texas. 

I am informed that President Wilson and 
Secretary of State Bryan have authorized a 
statement to the effect that they will expect 
an explanation from me regarding the return 
of Vergara’s body to Texas soil. No such re- 
quest has been received by me at this time, but 
my answer will be the same as heretofore. 

I take the position that each state has the 
right of self-defense and ought to defend 
that right when the federal government does 
not afford the necessary protection. I have 
not hesitated to pursue such a course as 
would give Texas all the protection that this 
state can give.“ 


Cautious Sanders to Talk Less. 

Gov. Colquitt did not say he had directed 
Capt. J. J. Sanders of the rangers to recover 
the body of Vergara from Hidalgo. He in- 
ferred, however, that that officer was aware 
the body was to be returned to Texas soil. 
He ordered Sanders to talk no more.” 

I prefer not to express any opinion as to 
what might be done by the rangers in case 
of emergency in the future,’’ the governor 
continued. I think the United States gov- 
ernment ought to abandon its namby-pamby 
policy with reference to Mexico and pursue 
a vigorous course to the end that American 
citizens are protected in their lives and prop- 
erty.” 

Gov. Colquitt evidently is ready for any 
emergency that may arise.

SAYS ROADS JUGGLE FIGURES 


Iowa Commissioner Shows Boost 
in Maintenance Charges. 


RATE PLEAS GIVEN BASIS. 


Eastern Lines Accused of Duplicity in 
Showing Net Profits. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., March 9.—[Special.]— 
Clifford Thorne, state railroad commissioner 
of Iowa, appeared before the interstate com- 
merce commission today and charged the 
Pennsylvania system, the New York Central, 
and the Baltimore and Ohio with juggling 
their book accounts in order to secure the re- 
quested 5 per cent rate increase. 

Mr. Thorne presented charts in support of 
his charges. These charts presented the ex- 
penditures of maintenance and operating x- 
penses as compared with the net earnings of 
the lines. In every case they showed that 
the railroads have used their maintenance 
accounts to get increases in rates. 

The facility with which maintenace aco 
counts can be manipulated is familiar to all 
accounting officers,’’ Mr. Thorne said. 


Depreciation Accounts High. 

In 1907 a new operating expense account, 
known as depreciation, was prescribed by the 
commission, leaving it optional with the car- 
rier to determine the percentage to be al- 
lowed annually. 

The Baltimore and Ohio increased the al- 
lowance for renewals and depreciation of lo- 
comotives 44 per cent per engine in 1918 over 
1912. Another remarkable increase on the 
Baltimore and Ohio occurred just before the 
1910 rate case was heard. For the year end- 
ing June 30, 1910, there was an increase in 
the total renewals and depreciation of loco- 
motives amounting to 73 per cent. 


Shows Pennsylvania’s Increase. 

“The Pennsylvania system increased its 
total allowance for renewals and deprecia- 
tion of locomotives in the year 1913 over 1912 
by $2,083,208, or 113 per cent. The average 
increase per locomotive in this one year was 
110 per cent. It increased its allowance for 
renewals and depreciation of freight cars 83 
per cent per car.. The total maintenance al- 
lowance for way and structures and equip- 
mem in 1912 was greater than ever before 
in its history, and maintenance in 1913 wag 
$22,000,000 greater than in 1912. 

Every railroad in the eastern cistrict 
which shows any decline in net revenue in 
1913 Ger 1912 has increased its maintenance 
allowance more than the decline in net reve- 
nues, with the exceptions of the Western 
Maryland and the Bangor and Aroostook.”

Owned by Some of Rich- 
est Men in Country. 


SENATE TO LEARN FACTS. 
Nation Would Be Forced to Pay 
if Exemption Clause 
Is Retained. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT,] 

Washington, D. C., March 9.—[Special.}— 
Senators and representatives in congress 
from the middle west are preparing to un- 
mask the coastwise shipping trust during the 
debate on the repeal of the provision exempt- 
ing vessela in the domestic trade from pay- 
ment of Panama canal tolls. 

These statesmen will disclose to congress 
and the public the names of the principal in- 
dividuals owning the stock of the coastwise 
companies which under the canal act of 1912 
would enjoy a subsidy amounting to the 
relinquished tolls. It is estimated that 
through this process the owners of the 
coastwise vessels would reap a profit of not 
legs than $2,500,000 a year. 

Inasmuch as the federal government will 
be required to pay out of its treasury for canal 
operation the amount of the tolls mot col- 
lected, the people will be taxed to give the 
shipping trust this subsidy. It will be shown 
that this tax would rest most heavily upon 
the middle west. 


Combined with Bank Trust. 

Members of congress who have been delving 
into the matter find that the men who control 
the coastwise shipping trust include some of 
the richest and most powerful financiers in 
the country. Nearly all of them are the 
powers composing the money trust as re- 
vealed by the investigation conducted by the 
Pujo committee during the last congress. 

In the group of New Haven interests which 


j absolutely dominate the North Atlantic coast- 


wise shipping through the medium of the 
New England Navigation company are J. P. 
Morgan, William Rockefeller, George F. 


| Baker, president of the First National bank 


of New York; Lewis Cass Ledyard, Charles 
M. Pratt, and James McCrea, president of the 
Pennsylvania railroad company. 

According to the report of the money trust 
investigation Morgan and Baker constitute 
the most powerful financial influence in the 
nation. 

In the group dominating the South Atlantic 
end Gulf of Mexico trade, headed by the At- 
lantic, Gulf and West Indies steamship lines, 
are Edward J. Berwind, H. R. Mallory, A. R. 
Nicol, and H. E. Rogers of New York, and 
G. L. Stone and Henry Hornblower of Boston, 
together with the officials of a number of east- 
ern railroads owning vessels on these routes. 


Lines on Pacific Coast. 

On the Pacific coast one of the largest lines 
is the Pacific Mail Steamship company. 
Prominent in the direction of this concern is 
William Rockefeller, who is equally con- 
spicuous as one of the powers controlling the 
commerce of the North Atlantic coast through 
the New England Navigation company. Oth- 
er Pacific Mail directors are H. W. De Forest, 
Robert Goelet, New York millionaire; R. 8. 
Lovett, the successor of Harriman; G. H. 
Macy, Ogden Mills, and M. L. Schiff, a mem- 
ber of Kuhn, Loeb & Co. 

Why the people should be taxed to increase 
the richer of these princes of the financial 
world by a gift of the tolle their vessels ought 
to pay the government is the question which 
will be asked in congress by the members 
from the middle west. 


Subsidy Shown in Report. 

That the exemption of tolls constitutes such 
a subsidy is asserted in the report by the 
house committee on interstate commerce 
recommending the passage of the repeal 
measure. 

No benefit accrues to shippers. locallties, 
or the people from this exemption,” says the 
report. It goes to the benefit of the coast- 
wise ships and nobody else. 

A misleading argument has been made 
that there is a fight between these coastwise 
ships and the transcontinental railroads, and 
that the exemption is necessary to enable the 
ships to compete with the railroads through 
the canal. The truth is many of the ships in 
the coastwise trade are owned by the rail- 
roads. The railroads did not hope to compete 
with the canal by carrying freight on their 
tracks, but they expected to marshal their in- 
strumentalities, use their railroad owned 
ships to drive competing ships off the canal 
ae they have done elsewhere, 

** Your committee arranged to prevent that 
threatened evil by the eleventh section of the 
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to the American people commercially than 
the canal itself ever will be worth, by for- 
biading the railroads subject to the act to 
regulate commerce, to own or control, or hold 
any interest in ships which compete or should 
Compete with themselves.

per net ton would be about 52.500, 000 a year,

RETAIN THE GRAND JURY. 

The objectionable feature of the Munici- 
pal court act, to be voted on this spring, is 
the elimination of the grand jury. 

When every possible argument against 
the grand jury has been exhausted the fact 
remains that it is all that stands between 
a free community and official tyranny. 

No office can rise above the officer. 

No free people can risk giving to a state's 
attorney the sole power to indict.

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JAPAN’S COMMERCE. 
There is an interesting summary of 


a convenience to Americans desiring com- 
pact information conceruing our neighbor 
across the Pacific, 

According to this summary, Japan's total 
volume of commerce, exports and imports, 
were in 1912 £117,379,301, about $575,000,- 
000, an increase of 19.2 per cent over 1911. 
The increase in exports was 17.8 per cent 
and more than 20 per cent in imports. The 
exports represented, very roughly speaking, 
£54,000,000 and the imports 64, O00, 000. 

The record breaking increase of exports, 
says the Year Bock, was due to the brisk 
gale of cotton fabrics, marine products, and 
miscellaneous articles for the China trade 
in consequence of the gradual restoration of 
order in that country since the early spring 
of 1912 and of the appreciation of silver, 
and also of the increased exportation of 
raw silk and straw braids through the fa- 
vorable condition of our American trade.” 

The development of Japan's textile manu- 
factures, shipbuilding, and mechanical in- 
dustries resulted in a decrease of wholly 
manufactured cotumodities and an increase 
in the imports of provisions and raw ma- 
terinis, especially animal and vegetable 
fibers and metal materials. 

The United States, including Hawali and 
the Philippines, represented 27.2 per cent 
of Japan's total trade; Great Britain, 12.7 
per cent, and her colonies, including Hong- 
kong, the Straits Settlements, British India. 
British America, and Australia, 32.7 per 
cent. 

In the four years from 1909 to 1012 inclu- 
sive, Japan's exports to the United States 
hare grown from 131,000,000 yen to 163,- 
000,000, and her imports from the United 
States have grown from 54,000,000 yen to 
127,000,000 yen, that is from about $27,000,- 
000 to $63,000,000, 

The figures for 1913, according to the 
Daily News Almanac, do not correspond 
with the Japan Year Book, and are taken 
frum our government statistics, but they 
show substantial increase over 1012. That 
the California unpleasantness has nat pre- 
vented this gain is gratifying, yet it is inev- 
itable that a continuation of our differences 
will have an anfortunate effect upon the 
commercial relations of the two countries. 
It is to be hoped the questions at issue can 
be composed with honor and justice to both 
peoples and that a friendly intercourse can 
be established on the firmest foundations. 
Selfish local interests and unenlightened 
race prejudice should not be permitted to 
obstruct a consummation so devoutly to be 
wished,

ARTIFICIAL RESPIRATION. 
HIS procedure is simple. A certain 
sort of artificial respiration consists 
in expelling the air by pressure on 
the chest sixteen times a minute. As 
soop as the pressure ig relieved air 
will flow into the lungs. Ou this simple 
procedure the different artificial methods 
of respiration are built. None of them is 
difficult to carry out. A boy scont or a 
camp fire girl can carry them out just as 
well as can a physician.

SYLVESTER METHOD—Clean all 
water and dirt out of the nose and mouth. 
Roll the person on his back. Elevate the 
shoulders about two inches by putting his 
cout under them. Have sume one pull the 
tongue out slightly and hold its tip just 
Outside the lips. Place a watch where the 
operator can see it. Unless checked by the 
watch the respiratory movements will be 
gone through with at the rate of thirty or 
more a minute. 

Kneel just above the person’s head, fac- 


ing towards him. Catcb both his aris just 


below the elbows. Draw the arms outward 
aud upward until thes are pointing toward 
Hold in this position two 
seconds. This moving pulls the lest up- 
ward. As it moves upward the ribs move 
outward. Thus a partial vacuum is created 
in the bronchial tubes, and air rushes in to 
Gli it. 

Carry the arms back te the side and front 
of the chest, following the track through 
which they were lifted. Complete this 
movement by firm pressure on the lower 
part of the chest exerted through the per- 
son’s elbows. This second movement com- 
presses the chest, drives out the air, and 
places the structures of the chest in such 
condition that the spring back, when the 
pressure is relieved, will pull air deep into 
the chest. 

This is a respiratory cycle. It should 
not be gone through oftener than sixteen 
times a minute. If artificial respiration 
is worth doing at all in a given case, it is 
worth keeping up for two hours. 


— 

La borde has suggested an addition which 
can be carried out by some careful person 
while artificial respiration is going on. More 
care is required for the Laborde procedure 
than for artificial respiration. 

The suggestion is that every time the 
hands are carried above the head the per- 
sop holding the tongue shall draw on that 
member. The tongue is allowed to go back 
into the mouth as the arms are carried to the 
chest. Traction on the tongue must not be 
too strenuous. 


— 

While artificial respiration is going on the 
body must be wrapped in blankets and hot 
bricks put to the feet. If the person has 
been in the water the wet clothing must 
be removed, the body dried and warmly 
wrapped. Sometimes a nervous shock wil] 
start the breathing apparatus: such would 


be ammonia to the nose, anal stretching, 
and rectal injections of warm coffee.

FOOD FOR 4 YEAR OLD CHILD. 

L. H. R. of Dorchester. Mass., writes: Do 
you think it right for a mother to give a 
dainty little 4 year old three bananas to eat, 
one after another? Give diet for a child 4 
years old. Is it advisable to make the eve- 
ning meal the heavy meal?“

No. Bananas are nutritious, but they are more 
difficult to digest than other foods, The stomach 
is liable to rebel at an overload of bananas. 

Diet for a 4 year old child: Breakfast, one fruit, 
one cereal, one meat, bread and butter. and milk. 
Choice of fruits lies between oranges, apples, 
prunes, pears, and rhubarb. Instead of meat an 
egg can be given. 

At 10 o’clock—A glass of milk and a cracker, 

At 1 o’clock—A broth, one meat, two or more 
vegetables, bread and butter, a glass of milk, and 
one dessert. Choice of vegetables lies between 
peas, spinach, asparsgus, boiled onions, and car- 
rots. Choice of desserts les bei ween rice and milk 
puddings, apple sauce. baked apple, and jellies, 

8 o’clock—A glass of milk and a cracker. 

Supper—Rice and milk. bread and jelly. 

The evening meal should be a light one.

an agitation in the English press in favor of 
the creation by King George of a feminine 
order of knighthood to bear the name of the 
“Order of Queen Mary,“ as a means of re- 
warding the services of the fair sex to the 
state in literature, art, science, and philan- 
thropy. 

While many women have written to the 
press to indorse the pian, others have raised 
their voices in opposltlon to the scheme, 
notably several elderly peeresses, who take 
the ground that since the nominations to the 
order would always be made by a cabinet 
minister, that ts to say, by a man the knight- 
hood invariably would be given only to young 
and pretty women. 

— 

The fact of the matter is, that any such 
feminine order wouid be superfluous, since 
there all eady are several at the disposal of 
the British sovereign for the pu: pose. 

Thus there are the royal Oi cer of Victoria 
and Albert. created by Queen Victoria in 
1862; the imperial Urder of the Crown of In- 
dia, instituted by the same sovereign in 1878; 
and the Royal Red Cross, which also owes 
its origin to Queen Victoria, and which dates 
from 1883. 

All three orders are for women only; while 
the Kaisar-i-Hind medal for public service 
in India, in two classes, le bestowed upon 


| women as well as upon men. 


These orders carry with them no title or 
precedence, though they are in every sense 
of the word official and requted'io be worn at 
court and on all state occasions.

The Order of Victorla and Albert con- 
este of a medalllon portrait of the late queen 
and of her consort, surmounted by a royal 
crown and attached to the left shoulder of 
the dress by a bow of thick White silk. 

The first two classes are restricted exclu- 
sively to royal personages and have the por- 
traits encircled with diamonds. The third 
class is conferred only upon peeresses of the 
realm and the portrait is encircled with 
pearis. In the care of the fourth grade, 
which ig used chiefly for rewarding ladies 
of the royal household, the medalhon is re- 
placed by a monogram in pearls and dia- 
monds, surmounted by a crown,

The imperial Order of the Crown of India 
ig conferred only upon women of royei rank, 
upon the wives o- daughters of native princes 
of the British empire, and upon the wives 
and daughters of British dignitaries who 
have been connected with the administration 
of that great dependency. 

There have been two women cf American 
birth who have been decorated therewith— 
namely. Lady Ranvolph Churchill. daughter 
of Leonard Jerome of New York, in conse- 
quence of her first husband, the late Lord 
Randolph Churchill, having served as secre- 
tary of state for India, and the late Lady 
Curzon, who was Mise Mary Leiter of Wash. 
Ingion and Chicago, and whose husband 
Spent al moet seven years as viceroy of India. 

The Order of the Crown of India is merely 
in one class. and contists of Queen Victoria‘s 
roral and imperial cypher in diamonds, 
ptaris, and turquoises. encircled by a border 
Set With pearis, surmounted with the im- 
periai crown and attached to a light blue 
Watered ribbon edged with white, which is 
pinned in the form of a bow to the left shoul-

The members of the Order of the Royal Red 
Cross are far more numerous than those of 
either of the two preceding orders.

Replies to Accusations Made 


by Bureau of Public 
9 Efficiency. 


BAYS BODY IS EVASIVE. 


Declares Attitude Prevented 
Proving Whether Charges 
Are True. 


The charges made a week age by the bu- 
reau of public efficiency against certain in- 
vestigators in the city attorney's office were 
answered last night by City Attorney N. L. 
Piotrowski and his chief assistant, Mortop 
A. Mergentheim. The document was sent to 
the city council with the approval of Corpo- 
ration Counsel Sexton. 

The bureau charged investigators with 
making cigars, tending bar, selling flour, and 
doing other outside work detrimental! to their 
city service. Theanswer falls to say whether 
the charges are well founded. The investi- 
gation of them is incomplete. Six investi- 
gators were suspended and one of them has 
since resigned. 

The city attorney complains that the bu- 
reau of public efficiency has failed to produce 
the investigators who collected the informe- 
tion upon which the charges were based. 


Believe Own Investigators. 

This refusal,” reads the report, has ren- 
dered it impossible for us to determine the 
truth or falsity of the material charges. 
When our (city attorney's) investigator 
denies the charge and the opportunity has 
been given those bringing it to produce the 
person upon whom they rely and such person 
has not been produced, common justice re- 
quires us to take the denial of our investi- 
gator against the unsupported charge. 

The records of the department show that 
every man under charges has been efficient 
and honest, so far as his superiors knew.“ 

Regarding the economy of operating the 
city attorney's office the lawyers make some 
comparisons. The bureau pointed out that 
in 1908 the city attorney's office had twenty- 
five investigators, while in 1913 there were 
fifty-one. In 1903 the judgments in personal 
injury cases against the city totaled $406,313, 
while in 1913 the total was $20,254. It is also 
shown that the increase in the number of 
investigators took place under the Dunne 
and Busse administrations. But, consider- 
ing the cost of the investigators and the 
amount of the judgments, it is reckoned 
that there was a saving of $467,000 in 1918 
as compared with 1908.

These figures are arranged to contrast the 
expenditures in the first year of the Busse 
administration with the first years of the 
Harrison administration, and so on. 

The attitude of the city attorney towards 
the efficiency bureau is indicated plainly. It 
ia referred to as the so-called efficiency 
bureau. A sentence summarizing the opin- 
fon of the city lawyers towards the bureau 
reads: 


Seek Wider Inquiry. 

“ The evident object of this self-appointed, 
gelf-styled ‘efficiency bureau’ in making 
these charges against certain investigators 
of this department was thereby to lay the 
basis for reiterating their demand heretofore 
presented to the city council that they be 
permitted to make an ‘independent’ or 
* nonpartisan’ investigation of the city hail 
on the strength of the work accomplished by 
them as a detective agency.” 

In the concluding paragraph the writers of 
the report ask for bona fide. charges of in- 
- wompetency and inefficiency in thé city at- 
torney’s office. Continuing, the invitation 
gays: 

“If any citizen, or any body of citizens, 
Gesires sincerely to remove the slightest 
taint of graft or corruption from this office, 
or from any branch thereof, and will present 
charges that can be substantiated, the heads 
of the department are only too ready and 
willing to codperate in the work of purifica- 
tion and increased efficiency, provided the 
hartes are made honestly and openly,”

Mr. Capitain spoke briefly in support of the 
resolution. He said it would be unfair to 
print the initial proposition on the ballot in 
View of the council's failure to pass an or- 
dinance and asserted a vote under such cir- 
cumstances would not be representative. 


Mitchell’s Opinion Under Fire. 

Several stormy interviews were reported 
during the afternoon in which Judge Owens 
and Chief Clerk Stuart and Attorney Mitchell 
of the election board are said to have taken 
part. 

Mr. Mitchell has made no secret of the fact 
that he believed a submission of the initial 
bore plan at his time would be illegal. He is 
reported to have prepared an opinion advis- 
ing the board to take the proposition off the 
ballot.

HE deceptive “ Family Entrance sign led 
a 16 year old boy to grief a few days ago. 
The same sign caused five saloonkeepers 
and a woman boarding house Keeper to 
appear in court yesterday. The saloon- 
keepers and the woman were arrested on war- 


rants issued by Municipal Judge Uhlir of he 


Court of Domestic Relations. 

The boy, whose downfall was caused by en- 
tering the back room of a saloon through the 
side door, is Samuel Caplow. He lives at 4918 
Calumet avenue. He is the son of Henry Cap- 
low, a jeweler at 23 West Washington street, 
He signed the complaints against the woman 
and the saloonkeepers.

Young Caplow said that he first tasted beer 
and whisky in the back room of the saloon of 
John Morris, 41 West Twenty-second street. He 


says he entered the “family entrance” at 1:40 


a. m. He slept there until 7 o'clock in the 
morning, he said. 

Then he went home and his mother sent him 
to his father’s store. His father gave him $160 
to deposit in the bank. Instead of going to the 
bank, he met a friend and they went to Morris’ 
place again. 

Later, they went to the rooming house of Mrs. 
Murray, a white: woman who is said to conduct 
a boarding and rooming house for negroes. He 
remained in the house, the boy says, with 
negro women until yesterday morning, when 


he was found by the police. 


Caplow told his story to Assistant City Attor- 
ney Navigato, who prepared the complaints 
against the following saloonkeepers:

Instead of teaching physiology to girls in hi 
school, thorough instruction in eugenics and s 
hygiene is urged by Dr. Florence H. Richards 
the William Penn High School for Girls, 1 
Philadelphia, in an article on “ Physical Train- 
ing and Séx Hygiene in Girls’ High Schools,” in 
the March number of the School Review, pub- 
lished yesterday by the University of Chicago 
Press.

WATER ENDS RESISTANCE 


Sacramento, Cal., March 9.—With bruised 
heads and empty stomachs 1,000 members of 
the unemployed armies that have been in 
Sacramento for the last two days were en- 
camped tonight on the Yolo county side of the 
Sacramento river, to which they were driven 
by Sacramento county officers today, 

Not all of them were suffering from in- 
juries, but all were hungry. Most of them 
were cold from the drenching given them by 
the city fire department in routing them 
from their Sacramento amp. 

They swore vengeance on Sacramento be- 
cause of the forcible ejection, but as their 
only avenue of entrance to thiscity is guard- 
ed by several hundred armed deputy sheriffs 
and the town of Broderick, across the river, 
is equally well guarded, the civil authorities 
believe they have the situation well in hand 
and that state troops will not be needed. 


Clubs and Hose Rout Idlers, 

The unemployed were driven off the South- 
ern Pacific right of way late today by deputy 
sheriffs armed with pick handles and police 
armed with clubs. They at first refused to 
go, but several strong streams of water 
played upon them by firemen started them on 
the run toward Second street. 

In passing Second street they attacked 
street cars, hurling stonesand sticks through 
wihdows and forcing passengers to take 
refuge on the car floors. A stone was thrown 
through the wind shield of Dr. John Grif- 
fith’s automobile, hitting him in the mouth.

Ryan and Others May Seek a Pardon 
from the President. 


Washington, D. C., March 9.—The final 
chapter in the Iron Workers’ campaign to 
destroy open shops with dynamite and 
nitroglycerin was written today by the Su- 
preme court in refusing to review the peni- 
tentlary sentences imposed upon Frank M. 
Ryan, president of the International Asso- 
ciation of Bridge and Structural Iron Work- 
ers, and twenty-three of the association’s 
members. 

Senater Kern, leading counsel for the iron 
workers at their trial in the federal district 
court at Indianapolis, states after the Su- 
preme court s action that he did not contem- 
plate appealing to the president for a pardon 
for the convicted men. A pardon alone 
gtands between them and the penitentiary. 

The labor men were convicted technically 
of conspiracy to carry dynamite and nitro- 
giycerin on interstate passenger trains. In 
furtherance of this conspiracy it was charged 
that Ortle McManigal carried these explo- 
sives on such trains te Chicago, Tiffin, O., 
Los Angeles, Cal., and scores of other cities 
from coast to coast. 


Byan Given Longest Sentence. 

Of the men who appealed to the Supreme 
court for a review, Ryan was given the long- 
est sentence, seven years. The lower court 
held that letters produced in evidence showed 
his management of the long course of de- 
stroying open shop structures.

Prevent Thorough Search; 
Fate of 24 Unknown, 


HOSPITALS HOLD INJURED 


Holocaust Marks Worst Tragedy in 
History of the City; Scores 
Have Narrow Escape. 


CHICAGOANS AMONG THE VICTIMS 


St. Louls, Mo., March 9.—Eight persons are 
known to be dead and twenty-four are miss- 
ing as a result of the fire which destroyed the 
Missouri Athletic club house early this morn- 
ing, according to the revised lists at mid- 
night. The cause of the fire remains a mys- 
tery, but it ig supposed to have started in the 
kitchen. 

The number of guests who had rooms in 
the clubhouse, either permanently or for the 
Right, Was about 100 Many of these es- 
caped; some checked out before the fire; 
Others, it is thought, were not in the build- 
ing when the fire started; some were in- 


the rest are listed among the dead or unac- 
counted for. 

Though a committee early today opened 
headquarters at the Press club and asked 
all who were guests of the Missouri Ath- 
letic club last night to report, thirty to 
thirty-five men did not register, and hourly 
the feeling grew that all these are lost. 

Eight bodies, among them that of John M. 
Rickey, 1411 Bast Sixty-fifth place, Chicago. 
were recovered from the ruins before sun- 
down this evening, and searchlights played 
on the smoldering débris tonight while fire- 
men searched for other bodies. 


Injured Taken to Hospitals. 

Hope was given by Fire Chief Swingley 
this afternoon that the water could be 
pumped out of the ruins some time tonight, 
and that search for bodies might then be 
resumed. It is not believed, however, that 
the search will be completed until tomorrow. 

While the search for bodies continued sev- 
enteen persons who were injured in the fire 
were under treatment at public and private 
hospitals. 

Much difficulty was experienced in trying 
to identify the recovered bodies, and some 
corpses were identified under two or three 
different names. 

The blaze was the fourth serious fire in 
the downtown district of St. Louis in eight 
days, and the most serious as to fatalities of 
any fire in the city’s history. This blaze, 
which started at 1:50 o'clock this morning, 
completely wrecked the seven story building 
occupied jointly by the Missouri Athletic 
club and by the Boatmen's bank, and caused 
a property loss estimated at $466,000. 


Two Women Prove Heroines, 

The fire was discovered by a woman who 
was waiting in the club lobby for her escort, 
Ludwig Eisemann of New Orleans, and who 
saw the reflection of the flames in the plate 
giass windows across the street. The flames 
swept rapidly through the building. 

Mr. Eisemann was among those who es- 
caped. He has Chicago friends. 

Men in their night clothes were jumping 
from the windows of the fifth and sixth 
floors, where the private rooms were located; 
others were standing on windowsills call- 
ing for help, and others were clambering 
down the three fire escapes. 

PB gem guests on the fifth floor were 

ened by Mr. and Mrs. Robert Magill, 
— refused to leave the building until they 
had given the alarm to all within reach. Mr. 
Magill was house manager of the club. Mrs. 
Magill was badly burned before she escaped 
from the bullding. 


Chicagoans Have Narrow Escape. 

Three Chicagoans who were among those to 
escape told dramatic stories of the tragedy: 

Charies Schimel, 8644 Grand boulevard, 
Chicago, a traveling salesman, was asleen in 
his room on the sixth floor and was aiwaken«ti 
by screams. Finding the fire escape in flames, 
he jumped to the roof of a seed store. Bothof 
his legs were fractured. 

Edward Kauts, a salesman for the Stoll- 
werck Bros. Chocolate company of Chicago, 
leaped ten feet from his window across a 
space six stories deep and landed safely, ex- 
cept for bruises, upon the roof of the St. Louis 
Seed company building one story below 

He ran into the hall when awakened, was 
ariven back by the smoke, and climbed out on 
the window sill. He swung his arms to gain 
momentum for the leap, prayed “ Help me, 
God.,“ and jumped.

FIRE INSURANCE CONCERNS 
TO WITHDRA./ IN KENTUCKY. 


Majority of Companies Give Notice as 
Result of Law Tpereesing Power 
of Rating Board. 


Lexington, Ky., March 9.—About sixty 
insurance comipanies have notified their 
agents that they would cease writing fire in- 
surance and withdraw from the state on 
April 1. The companies claim that the Glenn 
insurance rating bill, recently passed by the 
state legislature and signed on Saturday by 
Gov. McCreary, is too drastie- ° 
The law increases the authority and power 
of the state rating board, which controls fire 
insurance rates. The law materially in- 
creases the operating expense and places 
burdens on the companies that will make the 
business in that state more unprofitable then 
ft has been in the past. 

‘The companies notified the legislators when 
the bill was pending that its exactions were 
such that they could not continue in the state 
if it becamea law. Fire insurance operations 
in Kentucky for some years past have been 
conducted at a loss, even under the most 
careful underwriting. A number of com- 
panies handle Kentucky through their Chi- 
cago departments and managers of these de- 
partments sent out their advices to agents 
yesterday announcing the suspension of busi-
